This memorandum 
notes that the loan applicant is related to both coemakers. 


Fhe records of Te15, a business which maintains 

records of loan applications in the New York City area, 

were checked on December 13, 1957, and reflected that 

in February of 1957, PAUL CASTELLANO applied for and 

received a business loan in the amount of $27,445.32.

On April 7, 1934, BENJAMIN 
admitted his brother GIUSEPPE to partnership interest 
conducting the business under the style of the Fort Greene 
Meat Market.

The records of T-11 were checked on December 13, 
1957, and reflected that in February of 1957, PAUL 
CASTELLANO applied for and received a business loan in 
the amount of $27,445.32, This loan is presently being 
repald at the rate of $762.37 per month for a period 
of 36 months from the time when made. On this loan 
application CASTELLANO gave his business address as 
Emcee Meat Market, 140 Fort Green Place, Brooklyn, and 
showed a yearly salary of $15,000.00 to $20,000.00.

CASTELLANO of Brooklyn, New York, diverted Army style 
beef from Army to commercial outlets in violation of 
Food Distribution order number 75-2, issued August 12, 1943, 
by the War Foods Administration, This order required 
that a certain percentage of each weekly kill of Army 
style beef be set aside, reserved and held for specific 
agencies, ee Te as alleged that BENJAMIN CASTELLANO 
filed subsidy claims with the Defense Supplies Corporation, 
New York, New York, and received payment after certifying 
to the claims stating he was not in willful violation of 
any War Foods Administration regulation, 


In April, 1945, BENJAMIN CASTELLANO, his son 
VINCENT CASTELLANO, who handled the slaughtering of beef 
for his father, and[ | ho is a Certified Public 
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Accourkit for BENJAMIN CASTELLANO, were interviewed at 962 
Ocean Parkway in Brooklyn, New York. Both BENJAMIN and 
VINCENT CASTELLANO advised that there was a deficit in 
their "set aside" deliveries to Governmental agencies under 
Food Distribution Order number 75-2, and they were in 
violation of the order, but they contended it was not a 
wiliful act on their part. They stated that, inasmuch 
as they had filed their weekly reports with the War Food 
Administration setting forth the total weekly kill of 
Army style beef, it was encumberent upon the War Food 
Administration to make a demand for the beef desired 
under the order.

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On December 9, 1957, SA AUGUST J, MICEK caused the 
records of the Bureau of Criminal Identification of the New York 
City Police Department to be checked and these records reflected 
that PAUL CASTELLANO, New York City Police Department number 
B-125933, was arrested on July 3, 1934, for Hartford, Connecticut, 
for assault and robbery and also for Section 1897 of the New York 
State Penal Law (possession of a gun) by the 61st Detective Sauad 
of the New York City Police Department. These records reflect 
icak he was turned over to Hartford, Connecticut, on August ll, 
1934.6 


On December 17, 1957, SA 
made a check of records of the Hartford, Connecticut Police Depart- 
ment which disclosed that PAUL CASTELLANO, FBI Number 824437, was 
arrested on August 13, 1934, at the age of 19 for robbery with 
violence and was bound over to Superior Court on $5,000 bond. On 
September 20, 1934, in Superior Court, Hartford, he received a 
sentence of one year in jail.

Shortly before the armed robbery, witnesses saw a New York car 
parked near shop and observed two men leave the car and 
enter [(____Jafter first taking a revolver from the glove com- 
partment of the car. These witnesses noted the license number of 
the New York car which was traced to CASTELLANO at 2230 Ocean 
Parkway, Brooklyn, New York, CASTELLANO was arrested by New York 
police and a .32 caliber Colt Police Positive, Serial Number 60574, 
was found in his car. CASTELLANO admitted ownership of the gun 
and admitted participation in the holdup, but stated he could not 
identify the other two men as they were hitchhikers whom he had 
picked up in Bridgeport, Connecticut, while en route to Northern 
Connecticut to look for a suitable location for a vacation, 
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CASTELLANO, who was represented by an attorney, name 
not given, was presented in Eighth District Magistrate Court, 
Coney Island, New York, on August 10, 1934, at which time he 
waived extradition and was returned to Connecticut by Hartford 
Police, On August 13, 1934, in Hartford Police Court subject, 
was bound over under $5,000 bond to the September 1934, term of 
Hartford County Superior Court, 


On September 20, 1934, subject pleaded guilty in 
Superior Court to a charge of robbery with violence and was 
sentenced to one year in Hartford County Jail.

On November 16, 1957, the "New York Mirror" listed one 
PAUL C, CASTELLANO, 45 years old, of 1737 East 23rd Street, 
Brooklyn, New York, whose occupation is a butcher, as having 
attended the November 14, 1957, meeting of alleged Mafia leaders 
at the home of JOSEPH BARBARA at Apalachin, New York. 


On Decmeber 10, 1957,. NY T-2 advised that CARLO GAMBINO, 
2230 Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn, New York, is PAUL C, CASTELLANO's 
brother-in-law. NY T-2 stated that CASTELLANO told him that 
GAMBINO heard that JOSEPH BARBARA, ‘Apalachin, New York, had 
recently been operated on for a heart ailment so GAMBINO asked 
CASTELLANO to drive him to Apalachin to see BARBARA to obtain 
further information on this operation as GAMBINO thought that he 
might be operated on also if BARBARA's operation was successful, 
NY T-2 advised that CASTELLANO told him he borrowed a 1956 
Lincoln bearing New York registration from one Pee 
and drove GAMBINO and two of his friends who were introduce 
CASTELLANO &8 MIKE and TOM to Apalachin, New York, to see BARBARA. 
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NY T-2 advised ‘che had ascertained that the MIKE and 
TOM mentioned by CASTELLANO are’ MICHAEL A, MIRANDA, FBI 91524, 
and ARMAND T, RAVA, FBI 1773203. 


NY T-2 advised that CASTELLANO told him that he did 
not know anyone present at the Apalachin meeting on November 
14, 1957, other than his brother-in-law CARLO GAMBINO, 


The following information regarding PAUL CASTELLANO 
was contained in a copy of the testimony of JOHN T, CUSACK, 
District Supervisor, Buréau of Narcotics, before the New York 
State Joint Legislative Gommittee on Government Operations which 
‘was held ‘on January 9; 1958; at. Albany, New York: 


"This subject is the brother-in-law of PAUL GAMBINO. 
He operates the Emcee Stores, 140 Ft. Greene Place in Brooklyn, 
New York. CASTELLANO drives a 1956 DeSoto, 1957 eee Toe 
KY-1403, and a 1957 Buick. DeSoto, 1957, registration KY-1403, and 
a 1957 Buick convertible, New York 1957 registration PC~879.

FRANK CASTELLANO and PAUL GAMBINO have been 
associated in the production and distribution of .illicit alcohol 
and, during World War II, the counterfeiting of ration ‘stamps 
and distribution of black market products. 
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CARMELLO CASTELLANO, aunt of PAUL CASTELLANO, at one 
time was said to be in partnership with the latter's father 
in the operation of a chain of meat markets in Brooklyn, Actually, 
the meat market enterprise was used by PAUL GAMBINO for the 
purpose of covering up the latter's income from illicit ventures 
for the tax purposes, as GAMBINO was supposed to assume a share 
in the meat market business. 


FRANK CASTELLANO was a powerful "Mafia" figure in 
the past, but it is thought that his son, PAUL, has replaced 
him in that underworld fraternity," 


It is to be noted that as previously reported it has 
been definitely ascertained that PAUL CASTELLANO's father is 
GIUSEPPE CASTELLANO and not FRANK CASTELLANO as set forth in 
Agent CUSACK's testimony.

December 13, 1957, that JOSEPH PROFACI. is tue number one man 
amoung the Sicilians in New York Citys He stated there are 
three separate Sicilian combinations operating in Brooklyn.

JOSEPH PROFACI was an attendee at the Apalachin Meeting on 
November 14, 1957. 


NY T-5 on August 13, 1958, advised that on that date, 
PAUL CASTELLANO had appeared before the New York State Commission 
‘ of Investigation in response to a subpoena. Informant stated 
that the subject was granted immunity by the Commission, however, 
the subject invokeqd the Fifth Amendment and refused to answer 
any questions. Informant stated that the Commission obtained 
an Order to Show Cause why subject should not be committed to 
Civil Jail until he answered the Commission's questions, Infor- 
mant added that Judge SPECTOR thereupon, on August 13, 1958; 
ordered CASTELLANO committed to the Civil Jail without bail. 
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The "New York Daily News" on July 31, 1959, carréed 
an article reflecting that Supreme Court Justice FREDERICK 
BACKER had on July 30, 1959, ordered the release of PAUL C, 
CASTELLANO and JOSEPH RICCOBONO, who had been jailed for nearly 
a year for refusing to tell the State Investigation Commission 
why they attended the Apalachin Gonclave. Justice BACKER noted 
that CASTELLANO and RICCOBONO had purged themselves by giving 
responsive answers during re-questioning by the Commission.

1421, 
The records of the Clerk's Office further reflect that on 
January 13, 1960, PAUL C; CASTELLANO was sentenced by Federal 
Judge IRVING R, KAUFMAN to serve a term of five years imprisonment, 
It appeared from the records that CASTELLANO was released on bail 
of $25,000.00 pending an appeal,
